The Heads of thofe 3 Leaders being 
brought to Naples, were carried about the City in 
Triumph. Thefle Letters fay likewife, chat feveral 
Perfons who had fome fecret way of taking what 
Words they pleas’d out of Bills or Contracts, and 
inferting others in their Room, being detected, were 
all put to the Rack, but that enduring the fevereft 
Torture, without accufing each other, they efcap’d 
being punifh’d with Death, and were condemn’d to 
the Galleys. 
From the Amfterdam Gazette, dated December 11. 
Rome, November 14. Laft Week News came of 
the Death of Cardinaj Radziejowski Primate of Po- 
land, by which a 19th Place in the facred College is 
become vacant. This Court appears determin’d ftill 
to maintain the Intereft of King Auguftus ; the Pope 
has caus‘d new Briefs to be feng to the Bifhops of Po- 
land that had a Hand in the Coronatiou of King 
Staniflaus, in which he blames their Conduct, de- 
clares he abfolutely difapproves it, and exhots them 
to quit the Party they have efpous’d and reconcile 
themfelaes to King Auguftus without Delay. The 
Envoy of Lorrain having had an Audlence of Leave, 
fet out from hence to Day to retura tothe Duke his 
Mafter. The Pope has given him feveral Prefents, 
among them a Piece of the Wood of the true Crofs, 
for the Dutchefs of Lorrain. Some Perfons are ap- 
pointed to examine rhe Life of the deceas’d Bifhop 
of Padua Gregorio Barbarigo, in order to his being 
canoniz'd. Great Wagers were laid here about the 
taking of Barcelona, but the Perfon in whofe Hands 
the Sums laid were depofited, has prevented all Dif- 
pute by running away with the Money. 
From the Leid.and Amft.Gaz. dated Decemb. 10 &11- 
Rome, November 21. The 16th of this Month a 
Confiftory was held ; but the Promotion of Cardi- 
nals that has been fo long expected is ftill put off.

up. Fort Louis will be kept clofe blockt up this 
Winter ; before the end of which it is hop’d the 
Garrifon will be oblig’d to furrender for want of Pro- 
vifions : A Jew who in the Night time convey’d Pre- 
vifions into that Place, is feiz'd.
